LONDON, June 30.—Political interest at this 
moment centers around the land bill.

The Premier, who is always inclined to 
take the old Tory view on the land question, 
has, I believe, given ear to these complaints, 
and if his opinions were taken, the Govern- 
ment would probably decide to drop the 
measure. Against this,however, the Unionist 
leaders, notably Hartington and Chamber- 
lain, are protesting very strongly. They felt 
their credit at stake for the land legislation of 
the Government, and its abandonment would 
leave them without a shred of cover for 
theirsupport of Salisbury. The chances are 
that their emphatic representations will carry 
the day, but the bill has been again post- 
poned. Its introduction at the tailend of the 
exhausted session promises badly for its suc- 
cess. 

THE EGYPTIAN CONVENTION. 

Reports from Constantinople are a little 
more favorable to-day. The great 
struggie now is with the weak, 
pliable Sultan, Abdul Hamid, un- 
willing to sign anything uniess he gets 
guarantees against Russian and French ag- 
gression.

ILLEGAL FENCING. 


Judge Parnes of Arizona Territory Renders 
an Important Decision. 


Wasninoton, D. C., June 30.—The Surveyor 
General of Arizona Territory has sent 
to the General Land Office a copy 
of the decision of Judge Barnes of Ar- 
zona in the case of the United 
States vs. Colin Cameron, a suit brought to 
compel the removal of fences upon public 
land. The defense set up that the land was em- 
braced in the claimed limits of the De la Zanja 


private land grant. This grant is claimed un- 
der a purchase ot four square leagues from the 
Mexican Government. Grant-holders claim 
sixteen square leagues. The fences are upon 
the larger quantity. The court ruled upon 
the question of what constitues a claim that 
reserves land, until Congress passed upon it, 
and said it was the claim described in the 
title papers and not the claim alleged by peti- 
tions for confirmation, and that if the pezi- 
tion were to mark the limits of the claim 
this would lead to the absurd 
conclusion that under a valid grant for a few 
neres, a clalmant in bis petition may insist 
upon a vast domain, no matter how 
wide, and and at once fence up, exclude 
everybody else from it, and retain the uses 
and profite from it until Congress shall act. 
This construction, the Court says, 
cannot for N moment be main - 
tained. In conclusion the Court said: 
The four square leagues at the place, De La 
Zanja, as described in the grrnt, can be no 
other than the four le es that 
that is, that ocor- 
other construction 
makes this grant void, for uncertainty. I 
must hold, therefore, that a fence erected 
outside of these four square le es is an un- 
wftul enclosure of the public lands.’’ The 
findings and judgment were for the Govern- 
ment. The decisjon is regarded as significant 
because of the importance of the principles 
involved.

“THE BOSS BOODLER. 


JACOB SHARPE CONVICTED OF BRIBING 
THE NEW YORK ALDERMEN. 


The Jury After Thirteen Minutes’ Delibera- 
tion Return a Verdict of Guilty—Closing 
Arguments and Instructions of the Court 
—The Jury Recommend the Defendant to 
the Mercy of the Court—Sharpe Com- 
pletely Prostrated—The Canadian Refu- 
gees D isconcerted. 


New York, June 80.—Atfter recess, which 


| was taken at the conclusion of Mr. Stickney’s 


address for the defense in the Sharpe trial, 
Col. Fellows began his speech to the jury. He 
said the defense had robbed him of the pleas- 
ure ofa combat. They had come without 
weapons, relying on the weakness of 
the prosecution. The Board of 188 had 
been bribed. The sale of the Broadway 
franchise had brought upon them public con 
demnation ; sent some of them across the bor- 
der and some to 
SING SING. 

The defendant was the master mind. It was 
he that passed the bill that gave them power 
to act, and it was shown that $600,000 went 
directly to Jacob Sharpe. The speaker then 
traced the case through the Legislature and 
the General Term Commission to the special 
meeting of the aldermen. The meetings at 
McLaughlin’s were then reviewed. 

Haste was required. Money was needed for 
the aldermen. The bonds were issued 
and twenty-two aldermen were pur- 
chased, This money disappeared as thoroughly 


as if it had been cast into the. fire and for 
eleven months it was unaccounted for untila 
false entry on the books purported to do so. 
Why were those books so falsified? No ex- 
planation has been given. Sharpe says the 
money was in his hands but he has forgotton 
what he did with it. 
THE JURY CHARGED. 

After an intermission of five minutes, Judge 
Barrett delivered his charge to the jury. e 
said it was the first time in the history of our 
jurisprudence when aman had been made 
to face a charge of givin a bribe. 
The bribe-giver has an unnatural advantage, 
a monopoly over the party who honestly ap- 
plies for legisiation. The Judge read the law 
on bribery. It was not necessary that the 
prisoner should have given the money with 
his own hands, or madethe corrupt agreement 
in person. This — was elucidated by Illus- 
tration. The testimony corroborative of Full- 
graff was then digested, and the record of 
his votes on railroad matters. The 
Court believed it was fully shown that he had 
been bribed. Who bribed him? After further 
reviewing the evidence the Judge instructed 
the jury that they must not be influenced by 
the prisoner’s age or infirmities, nor of the 
fact that he did not like to stand on his own 
defense. 

The jury after being out thirteen minutes re- 
tarn a verdict of guilty, with a recommen- 
dation of mercy. 

SHARPE IN PRISON. 
Jacob Sharpe sat in a large easy chair in the 
Warden’s office of Ladlow street Jail this 
morning. He appeared to be in deep thought. 
He looked paler than yesterday, but quiet, 
nevertheless. Mrs. Sharpe sat near him. Oc- 
casionalliy he would look at his wife plead- 
ingly. The appartments assigned to Sharpe 
consist of the warden’s parior on the 
ground floor. It has a large window, 
and although bar-bound, admits all the breeze 
that 18 going. Delicate iace curtains draped 
over a heavy shade soften the bright glare of 
light. When Sharpe reached the jail last night 
he went at once his room, where he was soon 
joined by his wife. Meanwhile the warden set 
about making things comfortable for his guest 
until July 13. At 10:30 o’clock the guest re- 
tired for the night. 

HE MOANED AND TOSSED 
about restlessly all night. He wasup at 7:30 
o’clock this morning and took for breakfasta 
giass of milk and two pancakes. The repast 
was not disposed of as though he relished it. 
Mrs. Sharpe did not close her eyes during the 
long, weary night, and looked sick and 
fatigued this morning. She does all she can 
to keep her grief concealed from her husband, 
who speaks bat little to either her or Warden 
Keating. Every precaution was taken 80 
as to doubly secure the safety of 
the prisoner, and the warden took the 
keys of the jail and placed them under his pil- 
low so that nobody could leave or enter the 
building without his knowledge. One keeper 
remained on duty in the office all night and 
two in the corridors of the jail, while the war- 
den occupied the adjoining room to Sharpe 
with the door wide open. There was not more 
than five feet of space between them. Upto 
noon Sharpe had no visitors, and up to that 
time had scarcely spoken a dozen words. The 
warden says he does not eat enough to keep a 
butterfly alive except the milk he drinks. 
This he seems to relish.

WaSHINGTORN, D. O., June 30.—Congressman 
Felton of California was here for a few days 
last week.

CONVENTION AT CHICAGO. : 


The Cause of the Chicago Bricklayers De- 
clared a National One—Amicable Ad- 
Justment of the Iron and Steel Workers’ 
Troubles—The Scale Sign—Glass Works 
Shut Down—Labor News. 


CHIcAGo, June 30.—The National Federation 
of Trades Council reassembled this afternoon. 
The reading of a circular to be distributed 
to all organizations of the building trades 
in the United States, was the first thing that 
claimed the attention of the delegates. 
Briefly, it announced that the time was at hand 
when it wasa necessity that the journeymen 
should be thoroughly organized under a na- 
tional council and look after the interests 
of the various crafte in the building trades,and 

y a wise supervision in cases of wages 
or other difficulties, exercise influence in 
direcfing the course of events to a solution 
favorable to the workers d keepi 
them all fully informed of the situation an 
necessities of the oases. The circular then 
detafled the steps to be taken at the prelimi- 
nary meeting at Chicago on the third Tuesda 
in September, and appealed to all organi- 
zations to send delegations to that meeting. 
e address was adopted. The following reso- 
lutions were ek tet posetmeney: 

Resolved, That in the event of the Chicago 
committee of bricklayers not succeeding 
in making a satisfactory settlement with 
the Master Builders’ Association, that this 
Council declare the Chicago difficulty a na- 
tional cause and appoint a committee on arbi- 
tration to meet the bosses; the power to ap- 
point such committee resting in the hands of 
the president, in session or after adjourn- 
ment. 

Resolved, Thatin the event of the failure of 
such committee to settle the trouble satisfac- 
torily, the President, witb the concurrence of 
the Executive Board, make an * to the 
Building Trades Organization of the United 
States, asking support (financial) to the or- 
ganization of Chicago. 

The business of the convention was now 
practically over, and it adjourned until the 
third Tuesday in September, when the meet- 
ing will be held in Chicago. 


Glass Works Suspend Operations. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 30.—All the giass fac- 
tories in the country will suspend operations 
to-night for the summer months. The stop- 
page inthe window, green, plate glass and 


prescription warehouses will be sixty days 
and in the other lines only * days. The 
American Flint Glass Workers Union controls 
the industry in every line except window, 
green bottle and plate glass. There will be 
no trouble in the settlement of wages except 
1 in prescription warehouses. In this 
ine the workers are demanding the scale of 
1884, which is equivalent toal0 per cent. ad- 
vance over the one nowin force. The manu- 
facturers, it is claimed, will Lot consent to 
any advance and will also demand the right to 
open their factories at the cluse of thirty days 
the same as in other departments. This will 
be objected to by the workers and may cause a 
more serious hitch than the advance in wages 
demanded. These matters will be considered 
at the annual convention to be held in Atlantic 
City on July ll. 


Strike Threatened. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June %80.—A strike is 
threatened at the Fort Wayne Railroad shops 
in Allegheny City which is likely to throw out 
of employment between 400 and 500 men. The 


trouble is caused by a new style of box-car, 
on which there is almost twice as much labor 
as on the ordinary cars. The men refuse to 
work on them unless their wages are advanced, 
and yesterday sixteen car 22 quit work. 
Sympathy for the strikers is very strong in the 
other departments and unless there is a set- 
tlement a general strike is probable. 


The Iron and Steel Workers. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 30.—All the differences 
between the manufacturers and the iron and 
steel workers were amicably adjusted at the 
protracted conference held to-day. All that 


now remains is the formal signing of the 
scale by the committees. The manufacturers 
seem to be thoroughly well pleased that a 
strike has been averted.

ASYLUM HORRORS. 


Investigating the Management of Ward’s 
Island Lunatic Asylum. 


NEW YORK, June 30.—The investigation into 
the management of Ward’s Island Lunatic 
Asylum was continued this morning. Mr. Lee 
Phillps, Secretary of the City Civil Service. 
Board, testified to the low character of the ap- 
plicants for positions in the asylum. He

Something About the Malayan Amoker 
ö Catchers. 


From the London Daily Telegraph. 

Two instances have recently appeared 
in our columns of that strange and san- 
guinary custom of the East calied ‘‘run- 
ning amuck. Running amuck’’. is a 

hrase derived from the Malay word 

(‘*killing’) and constitutes a 
well-marked hysterical affection of 
certain races inhabiting: Oriental coun- 
tries. It is rarely, ever, mani- 
fested among the quiet-tempered Hindus, 
and but seldom among the Indian Mussul- 
mans, while, whenever it does occur in 
Hindostan, the malady may generally be 
traced to the abuse of opium or the ex- 
tract of hemp called bhang, ganja or 
charras. The 


indu tobacconist sells a 
special confection made up of bhang, 
opium, datura, cloves, mast, cinnamon 
and cardamums, which is mixed with milk 
and sugar and eaten as a sweetmeat. This 
diabolical cake—known as majum—will 
drive a man mad about as soon 
as anything. With the Malays, how- 
ever, who have given a name 
to the terrible mental aberration of which 
we speak, and who are by far the most 
addicted to it of all Eastern peoples, there 
is seldom any such explanation of the 
outbreak. Suddenly, without rhyme or 
reason, a man will spring up from his 
shop-board or his couch, draw his kris— 
the wave-bladed dagger avhich they all 
carry—and, with a serem of Amok! 
Amok!’’ strike its point into the 
heart of the nearest wayfarer and dart 
down the crowded bazaar like the 
lunatic which he is, stabbing and cutting 
on all sides. Amok! Amok!“ echoes 
from a hundred mouths, and everybod 
hurries for a place of refuge, fleeing in all 
directions, except those bolder spirits who 
snatch up weapons of defense and join the 
armed throng which pursues the des- 
perado. The path of the chase is soon 
strewn with bodies of men, women and 
children, dead or bleeding to death, un- 
tilsome lucky shot or daring thrust dis- 
ables the murderer, who is lenge witha 
dozen blades as soon as he falls to the 
ground. Occasionally it turns out that 
the amoker“ has received some 
personal affront or ipjury or 
was hopelessly in debt or disappoint- 
ed in love; but more commonly there is 


fury of his proceedings, and the stree 
sweepers drag his carcass away as care- 
lessly as if a leopard had been slain in the 
public streets. So ordinary, indeed,is the 
occurrence that in many towns and cities 
where there lives a large Malay popula- 
tion an instrument is kept in readiness at 
every police station called the ‘‘amoker 
catcher.” It is something like an eel- 
spear with a very long handle,and so con- 
trived that two elastic-pointed spikes close 
round the madman’s neck aud secure him 
helplessly when the iron prongs are 
pushed against his nape from behind. 

Neither rank nor wealth keepsa Malay 
from this sudden access of homicidal 
mania if he has the predisposition or has 
been greatly excited. There was an in- 
stance at Salatiga, in the island of Java, 
where the Regent was celebrating the 
marriage of his twodaughters, and every- 
body was in a festive and joyous mood. 
Just, however, at the gayest moment of 
the ceremonies, the Regent’s brother-in- 
law, a high official,came rushing through 
the procession, stabbing everybody he 
could get at with hiskris. The Regent 
himself, coming up to inquire into the 
uproar, was killed by a single thrust, and 
it was the brother of the Prince who ran 
the “moker” through the back with a 
spear and ty, ought him down, yet not be- 
fore he had slaughtered nine of the palace 
»ecople and wounded six others more or 
— severely. It might be supposed that 
a race subject to such ferocious fits would 
be naturally excitable and nervous in 
manner; but the contrary is the case. 
The Malay is of all men the most quiet, 
dignified, and slow of speech and action 
in his ordinary life. He seldom speaks 
loudly or quickly, has the most courteous 
and even gentle demeaner, and quarrels 
vervrarely with hisfellows. Yet he is 
coldly and silently cruel, has no regard 
for human life, and derives from the 
Mohammedan faith which he professes its 
bitterest and most relentless dogmas. 
Once started on the death run“ by in- 
sult, despair, or some brain trouble, his 
only thought is to “kill, and kill, and 
kill.“ and in the fierce exultation of his 
insanity he does not feel the blow which 
lets out his burning blood aud puts a stop 
to his dreadful career.

uards collected a herd of buffaloes and 

rove them down to the spot. The beast 
was found, and at last lay in sight, 
letting the buffaloes come around it. Be- 
lieving the tiger to be quite incapable of 
doing mischief Mr. Hughes got down from 
the tree and incautiously walked up 
to it, when it charged him. Mr. 
Hughes fired and missed, and 
did the Forest Inspector. The tiger 
then seized Mr. Hughes by the right leg 
and threw him down on his face and fear- 
fully maimed him. Meanwhile the Forest 
Inspectcr or the Bheel Naik, or both of 
them together, fired and killed the brute 
on Mr. Hughes’ body. Mr. Hughes had in 
all twenty-three terrible wounds, all 
bites, most of them very deep. He died 
from exhaustion yesterday morning, and 
it is surmised he would have died from 
blood-poisoning even if he had survived 
the first shock. 

The Amoy correspondent of the Hong 
Kong Daily Press tells the following tiger 
story: This time the scene of the disaster 
is a few miles further away from Poh Sai, 
at the foot of a mountain called Lam Thal 
Boo, in the Kang Bay district. A few 
days ago four of the villagers, descrying a 
tiger carrying away a goat from the 
neighboring field, followed in his pursuit 
with arms. The tiger took refuge ina 
cave at the foot of the mountain, 
and the villagers, thinking there 
was no other means of egress but 
the one through which he had entered, 
covered it up with brambles, thorns 
and other wild herbage at hand. They 
then stationed one of their number on a 
rock over-hanging the cave, and returned 
to the village to procure additional assist- 
ance. In the meantime the brute found 
some other loop-hole 6f escape from his 
confinement, and, suddenly confronting 
the man on the rock, tore him to pieces, 
and was nearly devouring him when his 
companions appeared on the scene. At 
the fourteenth shot the ferocious monster 
was brought down, andthe half-devoured 
corpse of the ill-starred villager rescued 
from his claws. This district of Kang Bay 
is infested with tigers, and it affords a 
good field for the so-called hunters.

A SURPLUS “COMBINE” WITH “DIVVIES.” 

The collection of $125,000,000 a year in 
excess of the wants of the Government 
isto be continued with the consent and 
connivance of the present administration, 
for no other assigned reason except the 
discovery that the law permits the dia- 
tribution of the surplus in bounties and 
free loans to bondholders, and its use in 
helping Wall street and national banks 
of the ‘‘Fidelity” stripe through their 
stock - gambling and grain - cornering 
troubles. | 

The act of 1864 permits the Secretary of 
the Treasury to anticipate interest pay- 
ments to bondholders, or pay such inter- 
est a year in advance if he chooses, “‘either 
with or without arebate on the interest 
on the coupons, as to him may seem expe- 
dient.“ Under this law the Secretary can 
‘give a year’s use of $45,000,000 of public 
money, without interest, to bondholding 
banks. He is supposed to be above the 
temptation to ‘‘strike them fora divvy’’ 
on the value of this favor; but the admin- 
istration that grants such favors as a pre- 
tended necessity, instead of taking the 
proper steps to preventa surplus, must 
incur imputations that will stick and 
burn. 

The other alternative of going into the 
market and paying a premium of 12 or 15 
per cent on bonds not subject to cal is 
but little better. It means taxation for 
no other purpose but to put great bonuses 
of public money into the pockets of capi- 
talists who have not earned a cent of it 
and do not need it. It is a kind of favor- 
itism full of opportunities for “combines” 
and ‘‘divyvies” and contributions to future 
campaign funds. 

Any Administration ‘which lends itself 
to any such scheme for wrongfully con- 
tinuing an excessive taxation and thus 
disposing of the proceeds, draws a draft 
on public confidence that will not be hon- 
ored. The circumstances do not warrant 
it, and the law which permits it is one of 
the most questionable relics of Republican 
legislation. Will a Democratic Adminis- 
tration be the first to avail itself of this 
tarnished license to do what the boldest of 
its Republican predecessors lacked the 
nerve to do?

Russia’s Pacific Road.

Russia is about to builda grand trunk rail- 
xoad through Siberia to the Pacific coast. This 
announcement comes so directiy upon the 
completion of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
and the steamer connections with China and 
Japan, that evidently the strategie advantage 
of a Siberian railroad isthe thought of the 
Czar and his advisers. England can now send 
troops from Liverpool via Canada to Chinain 
thirty days—the railroading allon British soil 
which isa great pointincase of war. It will 
take five yearsto connect Russia with the Pa- 
cific, itis calculated, and if the Czar really in- 
tends to journey east in order to proclaim him- 
self Emperor of Central Asia, be can have the 
pleasure of making the trip in part by rail.

MES. KLINE DENIED A DIVORCE, BUT SHE 
GETS HER CHILD. 


The Husband Fined for Contempt in Taking 
the Little Girl Away—Provoking Conduct 
of a Young Married Woman-—Suit for 
Divorce Against a Crank on Ventilation 
~The Frisco Railroad Company De- 
feated in the Vandevester Avenue Case. 


Judge Lubke to-day r@dered a decision in 
the divorce case brought by Mrs. Fannie Kline 
against John Kline, the hearing of which oecu- 
pied the Court’s attention for several days. 
The Klines were married in St. Louis County 
in January, 1878. They have four children 
living, the eldest 9 years of age and the 
youngest 8 years. They lived in the city and the 
county until last March, when Mrs. Kline left 
her husband and entered suitfor divorce. She 
had the custody of the children atthe time. 
Four days after the commencement of the 
suit the husband appeared without process 
and filed an answer denying his wife’s aile- 
gations and praying for an order to see the 
children. The Court directed Mrs. Kline 
to send the children to her husband every 
Sunday afternoon. On the il6th of May 
Mrs. Kline again came into court asking 
that her husband should be punished 
for taking the youngest child from 
her and refasing to return it to her. The 
Court cited the husband to appear, and he 
filed a response stating that he had found the 
little girlin the street, unwashed, abandoned 
and neglected. Mrs. Kline denied this. At 
the trial of the case Mrs. Kline alleged that her 
husband had treated her cruelly and had sub- 
jected her to indignities for two years pre- 
od the separation in March, and that 
he ad been addicted to habitual 
drunkenness. The evidence as to 
cruelty related to a period more 
than three years prior to March. Mrs. Kline 
several times left her husband, and he once 
left her tor supposed misconduct. 

Whatever differences they had, however, 
they forgave each otherand resumed cohab- 
itation three years since, which was continued 
until the separation prior to the. divorce. 
Therefore, acts prior to the time of resuming 
cohabitation were regarded by the Court as 
condoned. The indignities complained of 
covering the last three years consisted chiefly 
of bad language when the husband and 
wife were alone. In the Vogel and Clark son 
cases the Court of Appeals held that such evi- 
dence was not admissibie. On the charge of 
drunkenness the decided weight favored the 
husband. His character and conduct for so- 
briety and industry was well shown by disin- 
tereated witnesses. The charge that he had 
spent his earnings in riotous living and that 
he failed to provide for his family to the ex- 
tent of his means was not sufliciently sup- 
ported by the evidence, 


There was testimony, however, to 
show « misconduct of the husband 
during two years past, but there was not 
enough of it to warrant a decree of divorce 


for the wife because she was not an innocent 
and injured party within the meaning of the 
law. Her conduct in associating with the wit- 
ness, Wilson, againstthe exprossed wishes of 
her husband and continuing to do so up to the 
time of the trial, and having had her photo- 
graph taken with the witness, Trendley, may 
have accounted for her husband’s violence 
at home on different occasions. If he 
gave her offence it was her own 
fault. His statement upon the witness-stand 
that he is now willing to become reconciled 
and to live with his wife and care for the chil- 
dren is sufficient evidence that she has not 
been guilty of anything criminal. 

The Court denies ber a decree of divorce, 
however. and her petition is dismissed at her 
own costs. Astothe citation of the husband 
for contempt the Court finds against him. 
The evidence showed that he found the little 


girl at play on a stairway some 
distance from home one Sunday 
afternoon. She was very dirty and neglected 


but it was shown that her mother had washed 
her as usual on Sunday morning, and had 

laced clean clothes upon her and that her 

irty condition in the afternoon was owing to 
the neglect ofthe servant in charge. The 
mother was absent in another part of the city 
looking for a house at the time. It was shown 
that she washed and cared regularly for the 
other children. The act of the father in taking 
the child away indicated either a want ot re- 
spect for the Court or a design to get some ad- 
vantage over the mother. . 

He is adjudged guilty of contempt and is 
ordered to retarn the little girl to the mother 
next Saturday morning, or before that time, 
and to pay a fineof and costs and to file a 
ret urn in court on Saturday showing that he 
has obe ved this order. 


The Vandeventer Avenue Case. 


Judge Barclay to-day rendered a decision of 
importance in the suit of the city against Shaw 
and others, and the city’s demurrer to the 
answer was sustained. This was a proceeding 
by which the city sought to open Vandeventer 
avenue as a public street. It was proposed in 
so doing to cross the tracks and buildings and 
improvements in use by the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Rallroad Company. The company 


denied the authority of the city under its 
present charter to — Property already 
dedicated by law to public use for a railroad to 
a further public use as a highway. The con- 
tention rested upon the language of the char- 
ter authorizing proceedings to condemn pri- 
vate property for streets making no reference 
to any other kind of property. 

The Frisco Company was organized under 
the Missouri laws and accepted its franchises 
and its corporate privileges subject to 
the conditions and limitations of the 
constitution and the laws of the 
State. The general law provides that every 
2 shall construct and maintain good 
and sufficient crossings where its railroad 
crosses public roads or town streets now or 
hereafter opened for public use. It clearly 
implies that streets oe use may there- 
after be lawfully opened across railroads, and 
it is the duty of the railroad to improve such 
crossings * signu boarde so as to reduce the 
danger of the concurrent public use. 

The title of the ’Frisco Railroad Company 
to the property heid by it for the 
purposes of a railway is such an interest and 
estate in the land as constitutes private prop- 
. within the „. of the Constitution, 
forbidding the taking of private property for 
public use without just compensation, and as 
such it may be reached and ay eq b con- 
demnation proceedings under the City Charter 
in order to establish a concurrent use of the 
land necessary for the avenue as a public high- 
way.

A NEW UNION DEPOT. 


| HOW THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY PROPOSES 
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TO SECURE IT. 


If the Bridge & Tunnel Company Wants 
Additional Terminal Facilities Mr. Gould 
Must Agree to Build a Suitable Union 
Depot—A Precedent Established in the 
Merchants’ Terminal Bill. 


The city is nearer the realization of its hopes | 


foranewunijon depot than it tas been for 
years. Dependence upon the promises of Mr. 
Gould has only brought disappointment. Mr. 
Frank of the Council has discovered a way to 
bind the magnate to the fulfillment of the 
promise he made to the city. When the mer- 
chants’ terminal bill was first introduced in 
the Council the Bridge & Tunnel Company im- 
mediately copied the original bill decreas- 
ing the switching charges and offering better 
terms for the right to extend its 
terminal tracks westward to the city limits. 
They would do more than the merchants. 
Councilman Frank marked this disposition 
and has hit uponthe idea that the benefits 
hoped for by,the city must be contracted for 
in the grant of privileges by making the force 
and effect of the ordinance depend upon the 
fulfillment of the conditions. In order thata 
precedent should be established he offered 
such an amendment to the merchants’ term- 
inal bill providing for the construction of a 
$250,000 passenger depot at some point between 
Bremen avenue and the southern termi- 
nus within two years after the com- 
pletion of the road. The projectors 
opposed this amendment. Mr. Frank 
then proposed to lower the estimated cost of 
the new depot to $200,000 and later to $100,000, 
but the amendments were defeated on Monday 
night. On Tuesday Mr. Frank called on some 
of the projectors, and among others on Maj.

Dwelling par- 
ticularly on the statement made by Cardinal

a nuncio this “country, he 
Cardinal Gibbons’ statement is 
not an explicit denial of mine, 
but it Is a carefully prepared evasion of what I 
said. Iam morally certain that, while mak- 
ing this denial, Cardinal Gibbons is as well 
aware as Iam of the facts on which my state- 
ment is based, and I further assert that these 
facts justify my statement. It was easy 
enou to deny any intention of sending a 
nuncio to this country without contradicting 
me, since I purposely avoided the use of the 
technical word, nuncio, knowing well, a8 1 


designated by some other nume. I purposely 
used the word ambassador in its generic sense. 
Ithink the best that 1 can do is to state the 
facts exactly asI gotthem and let them speak 
for themselves: 

THE FACTS. 

A bishop, who is very intimate with Cardinal 
Gibbons and who must have received his facts 
from Gibbons himself, or from one who could 
not have failed to teil the Cardinal what he 
told the bishops, told me a year ago that the 
Roman ecclesiastical authorities were anxious 
to have a diplomatic representative accredited 
to and received at ashington, and that 
Bishop Dwenger of Fort Wayne, Ind., who 
had but recently arrived from Rome, had un- 
dertaken to sound the authorities in Wash- 
ington and had doneso, and had sent back 
word to Rome that nothing could be done with 
the present Cabinet. The Bishop also stated 
to me that Bishop Dwenger’s expected reward 
for this diplomatic service was the Archbish- 
opric of st. Louis, when the venerable octo- 
genarian incumbent, Kenrick, should have 
shuffied off this mortal coil.’’ 

As to the published statement of ‘‘a gentle- 
man residing in Washington, well-informed 
in Catholic affairs, Dr. McGlynn added: 
‘*This gentleman is either deceived or deceiv- 
ing when he talks of the desire of Bishop 
Dwenger and one or two others to have here 
for convenience some one to act as a medium 
of communication with the bishops and the 
clergy.

A PAPAL REPRESENTATIVE AT WASHINGTON 
has been discussed and must have been, if the 
gentleman be correct, very strongly urged,

All this is no proof against the assertion

Again, it is in keeping with what 
is going on to-day, in the attempt to establish 
Papal diplomatic relations with England and 
in the dispatch of two r 
Catholic „Ireland and report to their Italian 
master.’

Player's Opinion on the Code and How it 
Compares With Slavery—The Old Ma- 
roons Go Out on a Tot“ The Trouble 
- With Tremont — Sporting News-—Base 
The publication in the Post-DisPatcu, Tues- 
day, of the probable new reserve rule to be 
adopted by the American Association, caused 
considerable excitement among the players of 
the Louisville Club now stopping at the La- 
ede Hotel. The Louisville players it 
will be remembered were among those, who, 
last year, emigrated to Calitornia and played 
ball there all winter at high salaries. It was 
natural, therefore, that the Louisville players 
should be interested in the matter. After 
‘some heated discussion by them, they decided 
that should the new rule be passed by the 
managers, they would pay no at- 
tention whatever to it, but play 
ball with whomever and whenever 
they desired. Speaking of the matter to-day to 


„

There is a limit to the endurance of ball 
players as well as of anybody else, and this the 
managers ofthe Association and the League 
will soon find out to their sorrow. Base ball 
managers have had things coming too smooth 
for them of late and they will soon think that 
the player is their personal property. Base 
ball and its methods are rapidly approaching 
the customs in vogue in the slavery days, 
and it is decidediy wrong to buy 
and sell men as if they were animals. 


Every intelligent ball player appreciates the 
fact that itis the managers and moneyed men 
in the base ball business that give a value high 
or low, to his services. We all know too, 
that ifthe business were putinthe hands of 
the players themselves, it would go to the 
dogs in no time. At the same time there are 
certain rights which the player should have 
and no amount of brains or money in some- 
body else’s possession can take ‘oe away. 

In case the Association shoul@ pass this 
new reserve rule what action do you think 
would be taken by the players?’’ 

They will simply go ahead and do as they 
have done heretofore. The manager has no 
right to chain up his players like dogs to that 
extent, and in case the rule is made a go play- 
ers will do as they see fit during the winter. 
Suppose three or four of our 
best players and the same number from the 
St. Louis Club go out to California next winter 
and play ball there what will the managers do 
About it? What will all the managers do sup- 
Posing that three or four players from every 
strong club in the country disregarded the 
rule? Clearly nothing. The managers will 
find themselves in a They cannot get 
along without their best players, no matter 
what rules they may be pleased to pass. Take 
our case last year for instance. ‘ 

There was White who refused to play with 
our club unless he received the salary he de- 
manded in the first place. Thedirectors held 
out as long as they could, but they finally had 
to give in because the club couldn't get along 
without White. So it will be with all the 
others. Yes, sir, I think the time has 
come when the managers and Presidents 
should be brought to a halt in the method they 
have of riding over us rough-shod; buying and 
selling us like slaves, locking us up at night 
an‘ telling us what we shall or shall not do in 
matters which concern us personally. Let the 
Association pass allthe reserve it likes. It 
wont prevent the players from making an 
extra dollar during the winter.’’ 

The words of the great pitcher reflect the 
sentiment of most of the players who are in- 
terested directly in the matter. Of course 
there will be a large number of players who 
wili not care much for the restriction owing to 
the fact that they do not play ball during 
the winter months but from the small party of 
high-salaried players, East and West, and who 
make considerable money in this way, a vic- 
orous opposition is expected, and, as in the 
case of Hecker, can hope for sympathy from 
their companions.
